“Thanks.”’ End of conversation #1. 

That evening, sit down to a steak dinner 
at home. Busy day in office, missed lunch, 
hungry as a bear coming out of hibernation. 
Pick up fork with one hand, knife with other 
hand, and the g.d. phone rings. Guess who? 

“Dave, I’ve got the rifle. Got a pencil 
handy?”

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The Kleinendorst Expandiron 
by Bob Pease 


From time to time in the benchrest and 
accuracy game a good wildcat cartridge 
seems to catch on like wildfire. The Don- 
aldson Wasp, the 22-250 (before it was 
made legit), the 6x47 and the PPC are the 
ones that come first to mind. In nearly all 
examples a cartridge is made from an al- 
ready existing case and this means sizing 
down and/or expanding up. Several times 
a small unit has been offered for expanding 
case necks properly but it always seemed 
to fade away as the maker tired of making 
them while the need still existed and has in 
fact become much greater for a reliable tool. 

With this in mind last summer | ap- 
proached Ken Kleinendorst, the sage of 
Hop Bottom, PA who makes the super 
superb bolt dismantling tool, and asked if he 
would consider making some expanders for 
me. | even sent him a .22 to 6mm unit that 
| had acquired many years ago from the 
now long defunct Ferguson Enterprises as 
a guide. 

A few weeks and several telephone calls 
later Ken developed a superb expanding 
tool which also does a fine job of ironing out, 
‘if you will’, the case neck and mouths. At 
loss for something better | dubbed it an 
‘Expandiron’ and together we brought it on 
the market. Several distinct improvements 
over any predecessor tool were incorpo- 
rated by the innovative Kleinendorst which 
| will outline for you: 

First and most importantly, the expander 
plugs are interchangeable and plugs are 
made in all normal calibers. A .22 plug would 
not expand to any larger caliber but will iron 
out and round any .22 caliber case mouth 
perfectly. On .222 and PPC as well as 
22-250 the cases come off the plug ready 
to go onto a Marquart or other neck turning 
tool. The next plug is 6mm or .243” bore 
size but starts at .22 caliber so it will handle 
the rounding or ironing of any 6mm case 
perfectly PLUS it will expand any .22 mouth 
case up to 6mm. The PPC case for example 
expands perfectly to 6PPC and comes off 
ready for turning. The same holds true for 
222 Mag. cases to 6x47, 22-250 cases up 
to 6x250 etc. 

Also made are 7mm plugs which will iron 
out any 7mm case mouth or expand from 
6mm to 7mm a la the 6x47 up to 7 TCU a 
case much favored by the pistol silhouette 
people. The 30 cal. plug will of course iron 
out all 30 caliber case mouths as well as 
expand up any 7mm to a 30 such as the 7 
Rem. Mag. case to form the superb long 
range 30-338 cartridge. A .25 caliber plug 
is made as well but there is not much 
present demand for it though it does a fine 
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job of ironing out .257 and 25-06 case 
mouths for the followers of those wonderful 
old cartridges. 

In addition to the versatility of the in- 
terchangeable plugs, the Expandiron’s 
main body will fit any standard press and 
the stop screw in the end of the plug 
performs a very necessary function not 
found on any other expander I’ve ever seen. 
This was a product of the Kleinendorst’s 
ingenuity when he found that my old ex- 
pander could bend a case mouth or set 
back a shoulder if not very carefully used. 
By adjusting the stop screw to strike the 
inside of the case head web BEFORE the 
case mouth reaches the end of the plug any 
possible distortion can be totally avoided 
and the expansion and ironing processes 
carried out without the loss of a single case. 
The plugs are very hard and highly polished 
so just a MINIMUM of lube is needed about 
every second case to prevent any galling or 
squealing as the case mouths are ex- 
panded. 

The unit has been very fairly priced by 
Kleinendorst at $16.95 with extra plugs 
costing $8.95 each and extra stop screws 
25¢ each in case you want to leave one in 
each plug and not move it around. The unit 
is readily available and we have in fact been 
enjoying a very good sale and delivery of 
this item for over six months. 

Another fine and useful gadget by a 
shooter tool maker interested in helping to 
improve our game.

MORE ABOUT 1947 


The January issue reported on the 
actual beginnings of organized benchrest 
shooting having taken place at Lisbon 
(Taftville) Connecticut, and commented 
about the sport having gone on for over 
a decade in Taftville prior to the Labor 
Day match at Johnstown in 1947 that 
was the ORGANIZATIONAL BIRTH of 
the sport. The editor has done a bit more 
research on the subject in the meantime. 

First, a bit of history on what today is 
the magazine that you know as P.S. If this 
were a genealogy tree, at the very base 
would be THE GREEN MOUNTAIN 
FIRING LINE, a mimeographed monthly 
newsletter covering the rifle shooting 
sports in Vermont and surrounding 
states, published monthly by the Ver- 
mont State Rifle and Pistol Association, 
INC: os for the princely sum of 50 cents 
a year, back in 1947, you were a member, 
and received the association’s publica- 
tion. This evolved into SHOOTERS 
NEWS, with the same Phil Teachout as 
editor, and published in Lynon, Vermont. 
In 1949, the fledgling NBRSA made ar- 
rangements with SHOOTERS NEWS to 
have two pages a month devoted to 
organizational matters and match re- 
ports. By 1954, the NBRSA now had 
twelve of the 24 pages, and was edited 
by the distinguished and lamented Col- 
onel Townsend Whelan. The other half of 
the magazine was devoted to small-bore 
and big-bore target shooting. 

May of 1956 saw the birth of 
PRECISION SHOOTING magazine, 
again with the same Phil Teachout as 
editor.

Okay, so much for the family tree... . 
or at least its base. The author quotes 
from the July, 1947 issue of THE GREEN 
MOUNTAIN FIRING LINE, a singular old 
document acquired by said author with 
certain papers of the late Harvey Don- 
aldson, a not unfamiliar name to ben- 
chrest shooters. Page two is a letter from 
one J. Bushnell Smith, a famous gun- 
smith, custom ammo reloader, and 
wildcat experimenter of his day: 


| plan now on attending the Schuetzen 
Free Rifle matches at Taftville, Conn., on 
Decoration Day. This is always an in- 
teresting meet, as all the free rifle nuts are 
there with their ‘‘hot’’ guns, and no holds 
barred. BENCH REST and standing, and 
in the absence of the old German Ring 
target, the 50 meter small bore target is 
used at 100 yds. If you don’t think this is 
tough, especially from standing, just try it 
sometime. Sam Clark, Jr., from Maine, will 
be there with his .22 Wasp, with which he 
cleaned up the Labor Day shoot there last 
fall. Incidentally, in the Bench Rest match, 
which is an unlimited three-shot re-entry 
affair, Sam turned in ten ‘‘clean tickets’’ 
(three-shot possibles, to you small bore 
fans) on this tough target. We'll see if he 
can repeat, and if we get a gun that we’re 
working on completed in time, hope to 
make him repeat if he gets away with top 
honors. Will give you the dope on this 
match, if our plans don’t fizzle. 

Best regards to you, and all the Ver- 
mont shooters. Hope to see you-all 
sometime this summer.” 

And making good his promise he later 
sent the following on that Taftville match: 

“Went to the Schuetzen match at the 
old ‘‘Dutch Club’” — Lisbon Schuetzen

Varin, in Conn., Decoration Day. | used to 
belong to this club, back in the early 20’s. 
Strictly free rifle, anything goes. See lots 
of old Pope muzzle-breech loaders 
working at the standing targets, but the 
.22 rim fires are gaining popularity there. 
The shooting, both standing, and bench 
rest, is done at 100 yds, but using the 50 
meter small bore target, in lieu of the now 
unavailable German Ring Target. And — 
some of those old-timers sure make it 
mighty uncomfortable for that little 3/4” 
10-ring — shooting their old smokesticks. 

One sees them go up to the firing point, 
which is — of course, under a roof — with 
a little fenced off ‘‘pen’’ for each one, 
work-bench and all. They'll set up their 
powder measure, lay out a batch of 
primers and bullets, and go to it. Most of 
them use only one cartridge — re-priming 
and charging it for each round. Also, most 
of the old-timers use .32/40s and .28/30s, 
with bullet seaters and false muzzles. 

The procedure: seat a bullet from 
muzzle, via said bullet seater and false 
muzzle, then prime and charge the case, 
with a wad on top of the powder, loading 
that part of the round — at least — from 
the breech. The idea being that the bullet, 
actually in the rifling, starts out more 
accurately, while the use of one case 
eliminates any variation in load density, & 
etc. 

Asit’s strictly Schuetzen — which is the 
free-est of free rifle shooting, there is no 
time limit. Sometimes it'll take one of the 
contestants ten minutes to get off his shot, 
but — when he does, it’s usually close in. 
The match is unlimited re-entry, three 
tickets for a dollar — three shots per 
ticket. 

At the end of the day, whoever turns in 
the three high tickets, with three more 
“packing tickets”’ to settle ties, takes the 
cake. This year, | saw no one turn in a 
“clean ticket’’ off-hand, but there were 
plenty of 29s and 28s. This so called 
“off-nand’’ is the free-rifle position, 
standing, but with palm rest, elbow resting 
against the body, one way or another. 

Everyone, of course, shoots score, 
many of them with aperture reticules, 
made to just fit the target used. Talk about 
all the hot & cold water connections! More 
damned gadgets than a small bore 
shooter, and that’s bad enough! Guns 
average around 12 - 15 Ibs, mostly 
Ballards, with a few Stevens and Win- 
chester single shots. 

At the bench rest end of the firing point, 
one sees mostly the most modern guns, 
in comparison. The old smokesticks can’t 
quite keep up with the de-luxe modern bull 
guns for small groups from rest. There 
was everything working, from .22 long rifle 
bull guns, up through the hot .22 
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“wildcats” and to .300 Magnums. One 
7MM bull gun was making things tough for 
the others for a while. 

My boy, J. B. S., Jr., now works in 
Hartford, so | prevailed on him to come 
down and do my shooting for me, and he 
turned in three clean tickets to score, and 
three more clean ones for ‘‘backing 
tickets,” out of nine tickets shot. Dropped 
one point in three of the nine tickets shot, 
and a bench-rest ticket with a 9 on it is as 
useless there as — well, you know what. 
However, his six clean ones were good, 
so the old Varminter maintained its 
reputation. This is, as you know, the 
.250/3000 cartridge necked down and 
loaded with a jacketed .22 bullet, and 
started on its way at about 4000 f.s. 
velocity. Even from rest, 24 tens out of 27 
shots, on a 3;4” 10-ring, is pretty close 
going, at 100 yards. 

There is another shoot at this club next 
month, their 67th Anniversary. This 
promises to be a big affair — dinner at the 
club, free beer at the club bar, and what 
have you. What of the real old-timers that 
are still alive will be there. Pope, Hubalek, 
and the rest. There will probably be better 
scores made at the beer bar than any- 
where else, but it will all be interesting, and 
| plan on being there. 

Hope to see you soon. If ever around 
this way, drop in. Have lots of new 
gadgets in the shop that you'd like to see.” 


So much for the direct quotation. In- 
teresting, is it not.... it says that Sam 
Clark, Jr. ‘‘cleaned up the Labor Day 
shoot there last fall’ (1946) with his 
Wasp. 

Want to know a bit more about how the 
early days of benchrest in the East be- 
came muddled by time, and (perhaps) 
intent? 

The 1949 issue of THE ULTIMATE IN 
RIFLE PRECISION, in an article by 
Harvey Donaldson, first NBRSA Presi- 
dent, on the history of the ‘‘Benchrest 
Shooters Association’, page number 
two if you are fortunate enought to own 
one: ‘‘Early.in the spring of 1947, | was 
invited to attend a little shooting match, 
for varmint rifles, held near Machias, New 
York, by my friend W. Jennings Pres- 
cott.’’ Direct quote, and end of quote. 

Let’s see how that one stands the test 
of time. Five scant years later, the 1954 
edition of THE ULTIMATE, page number 
six, in an updated article on the history 
of the sport‘... . Harvey A. Donaldson 
.... ARRANGED for a benchrest match 
at Machias, New York, early in the 
summer of 1947.’ Direct quote, and end 
of quote. The 1949 issue next (briefly, 
very briefly) mentioned the Taftville 
match; by the 1954 issue, Taftville was 
very completely forgotten. And, isn’t it 
interesting that in the 1949 issue, Harvey 
was “‘invited’’ to Machias .... in the 
1954 issue .... five short years later 
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.... he was “arranging” the darn thing! 

Want to see how memories, by either 
choice or chance get even worse as the 
years evolve? Let’s skip up to the March, 
1964 issue of PRECISION SHOOTING, 
the NBRSA then president, Brunon 
Boroszewski, in a President’s Report, 
stated, ‘‘In November of 1946, | was with 
Harvey Donaldson and some of the same 
group he mentions and others at Jen- 
nings Prescott’s range at Machias, New 
York, at an informal benchrest shoot.”’ 

In the Donaldson papers was found the 
following undated, unsigned letter, ad- 
dressed to Phil Teachout, P.S. Editor, 
which concludes: 

“Also, in this same letter Brunon states 
he attended a match held on the Prescott 
range at Machias, New York in November 
of 1946. NO MATCH was held on that 
range on that date, or that year. 

Having read the data as written to Croff 
Hollidge by Harvey A. Donaldson, in the 
January, 1964 PRECISION SHOOTING, 
we would say that the statements made 
by Donaldson at that time are sub- 
stantially correct. The writer attended the 
first bench rest match held on the Pine 
Tree Range, at Johnstown, New York 
over Labor Day in 1947.

Let’s consider this a bit. First of all, the 
unsigned letter was definitely written on 
the Donaldson typewriter; looks as if he 
was looking for someone to sign it. 
Second of all, he sort of ‘‘denies Machias 
thrice’, or is he taking advantage of a 
little bit of discrepancy .. . . Bruno says 


the fall of 1946 for Machias, earlier 
Harvey Donaldson writings said the 
spring of 1947. When you read Harvey’s 
writing closely, all he was really denying 
was the year 1946. Also, study the 
English chosen by Harvey in his final 
sentence. Any grammar school English 
teacher will tell you that he isn’t saying 
that he attended the first benchrest 
match... .heis saying that he attended 
the first benchrest match HELD ON THE 
PINE TREE RANGE. It does seem as if 
Harvey was able to split hairs (as to the 
exact year), or sort of mobilize the English 
language (by leaving out a critical comma 
in his final sentence), to preserve the 
Johnstown, 1947 legend, doesn’t it? 
Notice that Taftville (Lisbon) is now 
COMPLETELY forgotten. Nobody 
mentioned it, hence no need to bring it up, 
right .... if it doesn’t conventionally fit 
into the legend? 
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INHERENT VARIABILITY OF TARGET GROUPS 


By “inherent variability’’ is meant 
group-to-group variation due to basic 
factors such as barrel quality and am- 
munition uniformity — not extraneous, 
inconstant influences such as_ wind, 
fouling build-up, barrel-warping (caused 
by heating), and shooter error. In other 
words, inherent variability assumes a 
machine rest (or perfectly reproducible 
hold), identical alignment on the target for 
each shot, still air, unchanging condition 
of the bore, and a barrel at constant 
temperature. Inherent variability, which is 
the best that a given rifle-ammunition 
combination can do, should be kept in 
mind when making accuracy tests or 
handload comparisons. 

In Reference 1, theoretical target 
groups (resulting from inherent variabil- 
ity) were described. Frequency 
(size-distribution) curves were given, and 
it was predicted that under ideal condi- 
tions the same rifle-ammunition combi- 
nation would shoot 2-, 3-, 5-, 10-, and 
20-shot groups with relative mean 
(average) sizes of 0.52, 0.73, 1.00, 1.32, 
and 1.60. For example, if the average of 
a large number of 5-shot groups were 1 
MOA (minute of angle), then 3-shot 
groups should average 0.73 MOA and 
10-shot groups should average 1.32 
MOA. ‘Suspicious’ patterns such as 
strings, flyers, and two or three shots in 
one hole were attributed to inherent 
scatter as well as to above-mentioned 
extraneous factors such as shooter error 
(‘‘pulling’’ shots to cause horizontal 
stringing or jerking the trigger to cause a 


flyer) or barrel-warping (causing vertical - 


stringing). 

For a thorough test of the theory, it was 
desired that 1000 shots be fired with a 
rigidly mounted rifle and with extraneous 
‘factors essentially eliminated. This would 
be very difficult to do with a centerfire rifle 
because of recoil, cumulative fouling, 
time required (waiting between shots for 
barrel to cool), special test facilities 
needed, and ammunition cost. A .22 
rimfire would be possible, but the 
“experimental animal’ of choice was a 
pneumatic (compressed air) pellet rifle; 
this was virtually recoilless, nonfouling, 
nonheating, and inexpensive to shoot. In 
addition, the selected gun-ammunition 
combination had the poor accuracy 
necessary for large, easily-measured 
deviations. It seems reasonable to as- 
sume that bullets driven by air will fly in

the same manner as those driven by other 
gases (from propellant decomposition). 

The gun was a Sheridan Blue Streak, 
Model C, Serial No. 38031, firing Sher- 
idan cylindrical lead pellets (.20 caliber) 
as shown in Figure 1. The rifled barrel had 
six lands. Air was compressed by 
pumping three times, giving the solid, 
bullet-like projectile a muzzle velocity of 
about 410 feet/second. Figure 2 shows 
the test stand. The rifle was bedded into 
the wood with Micro-bed epoxy stock 
bedding compound and was also held by 
a bracket near the muzzle. The assembly 
was screwed to a tree and supported by 
uprights embedded in concrete to give 
excellent rigidity. The scope was for 
checking maintenance of alignment. The 
target fixture (Figure 3), with uprights 
buried in hard’ground, was also rigid. A 
newspaper-filled carton caught the pel- 
lets. The target papers (6 X 7 in.) were 
held in the same position for each shot. 
The black circle on the wood above the

target was used for sighting the scope. 
The range (muzzle to target) was 54 ft. 
Breezes were negligible — never enough 
to stir papers lying on the ground — and 
the area was shaded so that the rifle was 
not heated by sunlight. Pellets from three 
containers (500 each) were blended by 
tumbling in a plastic bottle. 

The procedure was to shoot alternate 
2- and 3-shot groups, which were later 
combined by stacking targets and per- 
forating with an awl. Thus, the first 2-shot 
group was target no. 1, the first 3-shot

group was target no. 2, the first 5-shot 
group was the combination of targets no. 
1 and 2, the first 10-shot group was the 
combination of targets no. 1-4, and the 
first 20-shot group was the combination 
of targets no. 1-8. In this way, one 
thousand shots yielded two hundred 
2-shot groups, two hundred 3-shot 
groups, two hundred 5-shot groups, one 
hundred 10-shot groups, and fifty 
20-shot groups, as well as one thousand 
deviations from center for individual 
shots. This center was located by 
transferring all the shots to a series of a 
few target papers by the perforation 
method. During the test period of a day 
and a half, the center drifted diagonally 
upward a fraction of an inch, possibly due 
to warpage of the wooden supports; 
deviation measurements were corrected 
accordingly. 

After all one thousand shots had been 
fired, giving two hundred 2-shot targets 
and two hundred 3-shot targets, the first 
step was to measure the deviations of 
individual shots from center and sort 
them into size ranges. The result was the 
histogram (vertical bar graph) in Figure 4, 
which shows that 55 shots were 0-0.2 in. 
from center, 148 were 0.2-0.4 in. from 
center, etc. A frequency curve (solid line) 
was drawn to smooth out the histogram 
for subsequent calculations. Next, the

S.D. (standard deviation) was found by 
summing the products of the midpoint of 
each category times the number of shots 
in that category (0.1)2(55) + (0.3)2(148) + 
. . .), dividing by 1000, and extracting the 
square root (as described in all textbooks 
on elementary statistics). The result was 
0.89 in. Note that a normal distribution 
(the dashed line in Figure 4) was as- 
sumed, in accordance with Reference 1. 
As will be discussed, this simplification is 
strictly true only at higher deviations.

Using S.D. = 0.89 in., the mean sizes 
of 2-, 3-, 5-, 10-, and 20-shot groups were 
calculated, and their frequency curves 
were drawn, according to the theory of 
Reference 1. When the group sizes were 
actually measured and plotted as 
histograms, the predicted frequency 
curves (solid lines in Figure 5) fitted well. 
Also, the means sizes of the groups were 
predicted within 6% of the true values 
(Table 1), and the ratios of the mean 
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group sizes to mean wildest shots were 
predicted to within 4% (Table 2). As 
required by the theory, the scatter of 
shots from center was random in di- 
rection; the percentages of shots in the 
four quadrants, starting with the upper 
left and going clockwise, were 27, 24, 25, 
and 24. The 5-shot groups had an 
average height of 1.47 in., which was only 
5% larger than the average width of 1.40 
in. Velocity variations would tend to make 
groups higher than wide. 

To check for a possible drift in accuracy 
during the test, successive sequences of 
ten 5-shot groups were averaged to give a 
series of twenty means. The mean of these 
means was, of course, the overall mean of 
1.90 in. The range was 1.62 to 2.27 in., with 
the following distribution: two at 1.60-1.70 
in., six at 1.70-1.80 in., two at 1.80-1.90in., 
four at 1.90-2.00 in., four at 2.00-2.10 in., 
one at 2.10-2.20 in., and one at 2.20-2.30 
in. Thus the means gave a histogram — 
“ragged” because of the small number of 
data points — shaped like that of the in- 
dividual groups but of course much nar- 
rower. Incidentally, the mean of five 10-shot 
groups was experimentally about as valid 
as the mean of ten 5-shot groups. For a 
given expenditure of ammunition, 5-shot 
groups are as useful as 10-shot groups. 

Returning to the question of a possible 
accuracy drift, the sequence of means of 
ten 5-shot groups, with “‘A’’ being above 
the overall mean and ‘‘B”’ below it, was 
AABAABABABBBBBABAABA. The run of 
five B’s is not significant; assigning the 
numbers 0-4 to ‘‘A’’ and 5-9 toB’’, a 
sequence of twenty random numbers was 
easily found (Reference 2) with nine B’s in 
a row: 08998768752427246911 = 
ABBBBBBBBBAAABAABBAA. _ This 
corresponds to a gambler’s winning or 
losing ‘‘streak.’’ We tend to think of 
“random’’ as free of such patterns, but the

opposite is true; patternlessness is an 
arranged condition. The same principle 
pertains to the flyers, off-center groups, 
strings, and other patterns which were il- 
lustrated in theory in Reference 1 and all 
occurred in the present test. 

Though the theory of Reference 1 
worked well, a closer look was taken at the 
deviation data (Figure 4). The dashed line, 
which is half of a normal (Gaussian) dis- 
tribution curve, is obviously not correct at 
small deviations because the frequency 
must be zero when the deviation is zero. A 
more sophisticated concept (Reference 3) 
is that the number of shots in concentric 


regions of a target is proportional to the 
corresponding parts of the volume of a solid 
produced by rotating a bell-shaped curve 
around a perpendicular axis through the 
center. If this bell-shaped curve is a normal 
curve, the dotted line in Figure 4 results. 
This dotted curve failed to match the solid 
(experimental) curve in the critical region of 
deviations over one inch, so that predictions 
were too low for 5-, 10-, and 20-shot groups 
(Table 2). The Gaussian dashed line, in 
contrast, becomes coincident with the 
experimental curve at a little over one inch. 
When the experimental curve itself was 
used to predict mean wildest shots by

raising successive fractions of the area 
under the curve to the second power for 
2-shot groups, the third power for 3-shot 
groups, and so on, as described in 
Reference 1, predictions were accurate 
within 3% (Table 2). The conclusion is that 
the rotated normal curve did not work as 
well as the simplistic approach of Reference 
1, while the real-data curve necessarily 
gave the best predictions. 

The reader may question the applicability 
of air-rifle data to firearms. Specifically, are 
firearms groups as variable as those in 
Figure 5? A measure of variability is ex- 
treme spread, which can be expressed as 
the ratio of largest to smallest groups in a 
string. For strings of 5-shot groups, the 
median ratio of largest to smallest groups, 
calculated from our air-rifle data, is 2.1. 
Firearm ratio data were collected from all 
the pistol and rifle tests reported in the 
American Rifleman for two recent years, 
1980 and 1982; the median ratio for 202 
strings of five 5-shot groups was 1.8, with 
the largest ratio being 6.9. This sub- 
stantially agrees with the air-rifle variability. 
In fact, groups of low variability could result 
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only if a thousand-shot group resembled a 
ring rather than a cluster. Such a dis- 
tribution seems unlikely. 

Groups obtained with a bench-rested .22 
LR rifle gave a distribution curve in 
agreement with the air-rifle data (Reference 
1). As a further check, groups in strings shot 
with bench-rested 223, 243, 30-30, and 308 
caliber rifles were normalized to a mean of 
1 and gave the distribution shown in Table 
3; the distribution predicted from the 5-shot 
histogram in Figure 5 is similar. 

Extreme caution is necessary in inter- 
preting accuracy data, especially for groups 
of small numbers of shots such as the 
3-shot test groups provided with some 
firearms and foreign air rifles. The mean for 
3-shot groups in the present test was 1.44 
in., but only five groups had to be fired (1.55, 
1.75, 1.35, 2.23, and 0.58 in.) to get an 
unusually small one. This 0.58-inch group 
could be presented as an example of ‘‘what 
the rifle could do.’’ Unfortunately, the rifle 
also ‘‘could do”’ 3.86 in. (the nineteenth 
group fired)! Ten-shot groups are less 
variable and therefore more meaningful; the 
smallest 10-shot group in the test (1.42 in.) 
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was 57% of the mean (2.48 in.), whereas 
the smallest 3-shot group (0.35 in.) was only 
24% of the mean (1.44 in.) The point is that 
shooters should be aware of the inherent 
variability of target groups and maintain an 
attitude of healthy skepticism. An example 
is the matter of ‘‘good”’ and “‘bad’’ days at 
the range. Using sequences of data from 
the test, a 1-MOA rifle (averaging 1 MOA 
for 5-shot groups) might shoot 0.76, 0.74, 
0.64, 0.53, and 0.65 MOA on a ‘‘good”’ day 
vs. 1.32, 1.21, 1.19, 1.31, and 1.97 MOA 
on a ‘‘bad’’ day. The temptation would be 
to assume some difference in rifle, am- 
munition, or shooter technique between the

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two days, but inherent scatter alone could 
be responsible. Or suppose that a brand- 
new deer rifle, expected to be about 3 MOA 
for 5-shot groups, were being tested. An 
initial group of 0.8 MOA would delight the 
shooter, whereas 6.1 MOA would dis- 
courage him, but both these results are 
possible; a large number of groups would 
still average out to the anticipated 3 MOA.

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In a final test, fifty 5-shot groups were 
fired with Beeman Silver Jet pellets, which 
are of a centrally-constricted or ‘‘diabolo”’ 
design and are said to give improved ac- 
curacy in the Sheridan rifle (Reference 4). 
This claim proved true. The mean 5-shot 
group size for Silver Jet pellets was 40% of 
that for Sheridan pellets: 0.76 in. (4 MOA) 
vs. 1.90 in. (10 MOA). Four MOA may be 
acceptable accuracy in a short-range 
plinking rifle, but 10 MOA allows many wild 
shots and seems unsatisfactory. The Silver 
Jet frequency histogram, shown in Figure 5, 
is of course much narrower than that for the 
Sheridan pellets but has the same shape. 
Successive means of ten groups were 0.71, 
0.79, 0.76, 0.68, an 0.86 in. The deviations 
from center for Silver Jets were generally 
too small for easy measurement, which was 
why Sheridan pellets were used in the main 
test. Incidentally, Sheridan Products offers 
a diabolo-type pellet, which was not tested. 

The Silver Jet results provide an example 
of the need for caution in comparing am- 
munition. The histograms (Figure 5) for 
5-shot groups show that the best 2.5% of 
groups with the 10-MOA (Sheridan) pellet 
were better than the worst 36% of groups 
with the 4-MOA (Silver Jet) pellet. Since the 
product of these probabilities is 0.025 X 
0.36 = 0.009, almost 1% of side-by-side 
comparisons — a 5-shot group with one 
type of pellet followed by a 5-shot group 
with the other — would favor the 10-MOA 
pellet over the 4-MOA pellet. If this hap- 
pened it would be hard to believe that the 
winner of the comparison was actually two 
and a half times worse than the loser. 

Conclusions are: 

(1) Bullet-like lead pellets, propelled by 


compressed air through a rifled barrel, 
agreed within 6% of theory (Reference 1) in 
giving 2-, 3-, 5-, 10-, and 20-shot groups of 
average size 1.16, 1.62, 2.13, 2.79, and 
3.28 S.D., where S.D. is the standard 
deviation (root mean square) of all shots 
from the center of the target. 

(2) Frequency (size-distribution) curves, 
in agreement with theory, were bell-shaped 
and skewed toward the high end. Of 
course, there must be reasons for this 
variability, just as there are reasons — 
heredity, nutrition, etc. — for the Gaussian 
distribution of heights of people. Nonuni- 
form pellet diameter is one possibility. 

(3) Presumably, similar variability is 
inherent in all rifle-ammunition combina- 
tions. 

(4) Because of this variability, accuracy 
data should be interpreted cautiously. In 
terms of 90% confidence, even the mean of 
ten 5-shot groups can be up to about 20% 
away from the true mean; a single group 
can be up to about 80% away. 

(5) ‘‘Suspicious”’ patterns, e.g. strings or 
flyers, can result from inherent scatter as 
well as extraneous, inconstant factors such 
as barrel-warping or shooter error.

Enclosed find my latest price-list which 
shows all the scopes | do convert with costs 
etc. Could hardly ask for an easier way to 
comply with your request!! Only item that | 
neglected to clarify in this latest list is that 
the new short Leupold 12X’s are not 
suitable for conversion to powers higher 
than 18X. So anybody contemplating 
sending a 12X for conversion to 24X or 30X 
better measure same first and be sure it 
measures at least 14%” in length. 

As for your “scope problems” discus- 
sions at the matches, let me give you the 
benefit of my experience. Sometime last fall 
a customer returned to me a Lyman 25X 
that | had converted to 36X. This note said 
that he only recently put the scope on a 
brand new rifle and proceeded to test fire 
same. Groups were half inch and up and 
“Good Heavens” even a one incher!! He 
removed scope and replaced with another, 
and first two groups were low to middle 
ones!! (.147 and .136 if memory serves me 
right). Inspection of scope showed every- 
thing to be in order, windage and elevation 
adjustments were within one evolution of 
center so | decided to take it to the range 
for a shooting test. Procrastinated on that 
for a couple of months on account of 
crummy weather. Shortly after Christmas 
happened to pick a nice day and took scope 
and only gun | could find that had eight 
loaded rounds left over from one of our last 
matches; H.V., .22PPC, DGA, Shilen barrel. 
Fired three rounds to put on point of aim 
then fired remaining five rounds for group

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A Classic Krag Target Action 


by Philip M. Rabena 


A Danish Krag of any type is rare in the 
American gun scene. The rarest of the 
Danish Krags is the M89-28 sniper or 
civilian target rifle. 

The action of the M1928 sniper rifle was 
used in the construction of civilian com- 
petition shooting rifles. Competitive mat- 
ches using military type rifles and or 
components were very common in the 
Scandinavian countries prior to the Second 
World War. 

The main difference between the sniper 
and civilian action being that the civilian 
version had no magazine cuts. A solid, flat 
bottom single shot was created. Another 
difference between the sniper rifle and the 
civilian target rifle was the caliber. The 
sniper rifle was chambered for the 8 x 58 
RD Krag while the civilian version was 
chambered for the 6.5 x 58 RD Krag. 

This difference was a sound decision in 
terms of economics and accuracy. Only a 
new barrel was required and the ballistics 
of the 6.5 x 58 RD Krag are almost carbon 
copies of the superb 6.5 x 55 Swedish 
Mauser. Military brass could be used with 
only anecking operation required. No other 
mechanical changes were needed. 

In addition to all that good news, sights 
and stocks were also interchangeable with 
military equipment. Schultz & Larson made 
some of the rifles. Others were made by 
government arsenals and sold to civilian 
marksmen. 

Springfield Sporters of Penn Run, Penn- 
sylvania, obtained a very limited quantity of 
these actions. According to owner, Mr. 
William H. Rodgers, they were obtained 


from the bankruptcy sale of the Golden 
State Arms Company of California around 
1964 or 65. Approximately 200 to 300 
actions of this type were available in the lots 
purchased. Most were sold off during the 
next decade to all types of gun enthusiasts. 

| purchased the second to last one 
available. One look told me this was a real 
gem. 

The action arrived in the white. Tool 
marks clearly indicated that it had never 
been final fit or barreled. Despite these 
conditions, it showed quality workmanship 
and smooth movements typical of all Krag 
actions. ; 

Action parts were serial numbered but did 
not match. According to the excellent text, 
The Krag Rifle by Lt. Col. William S. Brophy, 
the markings on the left receiver wall in- 
dicated the following information. The 89 
meant it was the Model of 1889. An H.R. 
with a crown above it indicated the place of 
manufacture to be Haerens Rusthammer 
(Army Equipment House) between 1923 
and 1932. According to Brophy, all sniper 
rifles were stamped 1928. This action was 
stamped 1929. My conclusion of this dif-

ference is that the action was assembled 
from armory stores and was destined for 
civilian sale to competition shooters. If it had 
been held for spare parts it would have had 
magazine cuts since the sniper action was 
as repeater. 

The design, construction and operation 
show a very perceptive knowledge of what 
makes a well tuned target action. Some 
examples are thick receiver walls, flat 
bottom bedding surface, gas porting and 
square flat tang area. A thorough study of 
the Stuart Otterson series on Custom 
Benchrest Actions will reveal others. A 
study and comparison will also reveal some 
major weaknesses according to todays 
standards. 

Being made from a steel forging and then 
milled to shape resulted in an attractive as 
well as utilitarian receiver. The design and 
resulting contours dictated an enormous 
number of machine operations. Steel used 
most likely came from quality Swedish iron 
ore. Heat treating was no doubt part of the 
process. Details of this manufacturing 
aspect were not available to the author. The 
receiver is 8.75 inches long with a diameter 
of 1.365 inches. The shank threads being 
“V” type, 60°, 12 per inch. The dimensions 
listed were given by Robert J. Snapp of 
Snapp Gunshop. The drawing by Snapp 
gives a more thorough description. Mark- 
ings relative to place and year of manu- 
facture as well as model are on the left 
receiver wall. The serial number is on the 
right front reciever ring just above the stock 
line. 

The bolt mechanism consists of a one 
piece bolt body with numerous internal firing 
mechanism parts. All parts can be dis- 
assembled and reassembled for cleaning 
and repair without the aide of tools. 

The bolt body was bored from the rear 
for the internal parts. The single .375” x 
.375” locking lug, bolt guide rib as well as 
straight shank bolt handle are all integral 
parts of this body. The bolt face is recessed 
.060” to accommodate the rim of the 8 x 
58 R D cartridge. The diameter of the 
recess is .590’. The bolt diameter is .700”. 
One small part of the bolt rim is milled away

to allow the extractor to grab the top rim of 
the cartridge. 

The internal firing mechanism as well as 
cocking piece are carbon copies of the 
famous M1894 Norwegian Krag. The book 
The Krag Rifle Story by Mallory and Olson 
contains an excellent picture of these 
components. 

Standard military M1889 trigger mech- 
anisms were used. No adjustment of any 
type were available on this trigger. Flat leaf 
sprngs are used to actuate the mechanism. 

An unusual safety is provided on the right 
side of the receiver. It has three stages. 
First, is a full off position, second is a lock 
of the striker, and third is a lock of the striker 
and the bolt handle. Flat springs are also 
used in this mechanism. Movement of the 
safety is accomplished by pulling up and 
pushing forward to lock. Pulling back un- 
locks the safety to the position desired. 

Three screws secured the action to the 
stock. The two rear screws also hold the 
trigger guard in place. The foremost screw 
butted on a steel eutcheon inlayed in the 
stock. Screw threads are 1/4 x 28. All parts 
were Model 1889 issue. 

No extractor came with the action, but 
one can safely assume it was also standard 
military issue. Excellent pictures of this one 
piece steel extractor can be seen in either 
of the two books mentioned before on the 
Krag. 

An ejector was provided in the center of 
the floor or the receiver. It is shaped like a 
small ‘‘V’’ spring. Inserted on its side it 
ejects cases smoothly or violently de- 
pending upon rearward thrust of the bolt. 

Frank DeHaas in the book Bolt Action 
Rifles does an outstanding job of explaining 
how the Krag mechanism functions. A 
study of the Krag chapter shows the 
American, Danish and Norwegian Krags to 
be very close relatives. 

Persons having acomplete military sniper 
or civilian target rifle are fortunate to have 
areal functional and classic piece of history. 
Those having actions of these types 
possess an opportunity to build a fine target 
or benchrifle. It would be interesting to see 
how this action can be gunsmithed into a 
competitive target, deadly varmint or light 
weight sporting rifle. The possibilities are 
limitless.

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Accurizing The Remington Action 


Most gunsmiths and shooters will 
agree that a Remington action should be 
accurized if you are using it for a 
benchrest rifle. There seems to be a 
difference of opinion as to how far to 
carry this ‘‘accurizing’’ business. | per- 
sonally believe you should do everything 
possible, as today’s competition is very 
demanding of your equipment. Below is 
a detailed procedure of how | think a 
Remington action should be accurized. 

First | chase the existing action threads 
with a 1 1/6 X 16 THD. bottom tap. This 
will take the taper out of the threads 
making it easier when you start recutting 
the action threads. Next put the action on 
a tight fitting mandrel that has excellent 
60° centers in it. To keep the mandrel 
from turning in the action its tapped to 
accept a 6 X 48 screw. The screw goes 
through one of the rear scope base screw 
holes in action into the mandrel. 

Install a split-collar just back of the 
front scope base screw hole. The collar 
is secured on the action with two small 
socket-head screws. Put a 6 X 48 screw 
in scope base screw hole in front of the 
collar. Put this assembly between cen- 
ters. Then make a pass across the collar 
with a turning tool to true it with the 
mandrel. Usually a couple of light cuts will 
have the collar running true. 

Now you have an option for the next 
step depending on your lathe. If you have 
a lathe with a large enough hole through 
spindle (assuming your chuck jaws are 
true) you can remove the mandrel from 
the action and put the action with collar 
attached in chuck. Leave enough of the

trued collar sticking out of the chuck to 
get a dial indicator on it. Carefully indicate 
the trued collar in. 

If your lathe has a small hole through 
spindle set the steady-rest on the trued 
collar while between centers. Loosen the 
set screws holding the mandrel in place 
and move the mandrel back past the 
action lugs far enough to work on them. 
Install a screw through the front rear base 
screw hole in action into the mandrel. 

Now the most important step. Take 
your telephone off the hook, turn up the 
radio, and lock the shop door. Reasoning 
behind this is one ‘‘slip’’ here, friend, and 
you've just bought yourself a Remington 
action whether you're in love with it or 
not. 

Set up the boring bar in the tool post. 
Move the boring bar into the action until 
the cutting edge touches one of the lugs 
in the action. If you have a trav-a-dial on 
your lathe, zero it at this point. You can 
also use a ‘‘poor man’s”’ trav-a-dial, an 
indicator with two inch travel mounted on 
a magnetic block on the lathe ways. Back 
out of the action and start taking light 
cuts off of the existing threads stopping 
at the ‘‘zero’’ on the trav-a-dial. When the 
1.D. of the action is bored true (usually 
.015 oversize will clear it up) face the lugs 
in the action. Usually taking .002 to .003 
off of the lugs in the action will clean them 
up and remove all the tool marks. Make 
sure your boring bar has a slight radius 
on the cutting edge. A sharp corner at the 
lug area will weaken the action. 

Turn the compound parallel with the 
lathe ways and set up the threading tool 
in the tool post. Adjust the threading tool 
so it’s in the bottom of the existing 
threads. Back the threading tool out a 


few thousands and make the first pass 
turning the chuck by hand to make sure 
the tool is ‘‘tracking’’. When you reach 
the end of the threads in the action 
“zero” your trav-a-dial. This will be your 
stopping point as you make each pass. 
Feed the threading tool in with the 
cross-feed. After you feed the tool in far 
enough it’s making a good cut, make sure 
it's cutting on both sides. Continue 
making light cuts with the threading tool 
until you have a small flat on the crest of 
the threads. 

If you removed .015 to true |.D. of the 
action the minor diameter of the threads 
will be appx. 1.015 and the major dia- 
meter will be 1.077. The ideal situation is 
to have a custom tap made to chase the 
threads in the action after using the 
threading tool. Assuming you have a 
custom 1.077 tap on hand, stop with the 
threading tool when about .001 short of 
having the desired depth of the threads. 
After you do a few actions you will know 
when it’s about time to switch from the 
threading tool to the custom tap. Feed 
the tap into the action with a wrench while 
holding it straight with a center in the 
tailstock. 

Probably the best but not the least 
expensive way to go if you're getting into 
this work is to get a tap .005 over 
standarc to clean up the existing threads 
on Remington actions. Then invest in a 
tap .015 over and one .025 over standard 
to use on actions you recut the threads 
on. They will all clean up .025 over 
standard. 

Now that we've got excellent threads 
true with the boltway, face off the front 
of the action. Usually .003 to .004 will 
take care of this. Next remove the first

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.100 of the threads in action. This 
eliminates undercutting the barrel shank 
at the shoulder when you thread the 
barrel. If you’re using one of the fine 
custom bolts that are available in limited 
numbers all you have left to do is lap the 
lugs. Always be sure to check the custom 
bolt to make sure everything is true. If 
using the Remigton bolt, we've still got a 
lot of work to do. 

Remove the firing pin assembly from 
the Remington bolt and install a threaded 
mandrel in its place. Open the chuck far 
enough to get bolt lugs past the jaws. 
Close the chuck on the bolt body and 
indicate the bolt body until it’s running 
true. Then take light cuts on the mandrel 
until it’s true. Open the chuck and swap 
ends with the complete assembly. Put the 
mandrel in the chuck and put the tailstock 
center in the firing-pin hole in face of bolt. 
(Make sure the firing pin hole is in center 
of bolt face). Indicate the mandrel in your 
chuck until it’s running true. Put the 
steady-rest on the bolt body about 
one-half inch back of bolt lugs. Lubricate 
the bearing area of steady-rest jaws with 
STP. Back center out of firing-pin hole. 
Set up the dial-indicator in tool post and 
check the bolt face. If it’s out over .0005 
remove the extractor and true the bolt 
face. Usually about .002 will true bolt face 
and remove all tool marks. After 
removing .002 or .003 off the bolt face 
and appx. the same off the end of bolt 
nose to square it with the bolt face, the 
depth of the bolt face will remain appx. 
the same. On a Remington bolt this 
usually runs from .148 to .150. 

Next | measure the distance from the 
end of the bolt nose to front of bolt lugs. 
Although this isn’t critical | like for this 
measurement to be .005 more than the 
depth of the bolt face. After the barrel is 
fitted with this set-up, the bolt face will be 
flush with the end of the barrel shank and 
you will still have .005 clearance between 
the end of barrel and front of the bolt lugs. 
While facing the front of the lugs to 
achieve this measurement, turn the bolt 
nose true. It will true up somewhere 
around a diameter of .690. When fitting 
the barrel make the recess in the barrel 
about .001 larger than the bolt nose. | like 
about .003 clearance between the end of 
bolt nose and bottom of recess in barrel. 

In case a bristle should come off your 
brush or you have an accumulation of

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other foreign material you could still close 
the bolt. Shooters should try the bolt in 
their rifle before each match begins. 

How many times have you heard the 
command ‘‘load and lock’ given and a 
shooter will panic because he or she 
couldn’t get the bolt closed. This does 
nothing for your blood pressure, not to 
mention your aggregate. 

By all means, the shooters should 
make an effort to keep their rifles clean 
and well lubricated. Probably over half of 
the rifles | work on aren't as clean as they 
should be or the lugs are showing signs 
of not enough lube. | recommend lubri- 
cating the lugs after each match re- 
gardless of brand of action. Keeps the 
lugs looking like new and the bolt will 
work smooth. 

Sorry | got off the subject but I’m a 
fanatic when it comes to keeping your 
rifle in excellent condition. 

Next, face the bearing side of the bolt 
lugs until they are trued. Usually .002 or 
.003 will be sufficient to true the lugs and 
remove all the tool marks. 

Take the bolt out of the lathe and 
remove the mandrel. Install a new ex- 
tractor, polish the cam on the rear of the 
bolt and adjust the firing pin protusion to 
.050. If using the ejector on the Rem- 
ington bolt | like to shorten the ejector 
spring enough that the fired case stays in 
the action when the bolt is opened. 

The next step is to lap in the lugs. This 
will be a quick and simple chore since the 
lugs in the action and lugs on bolt were 
both trued. Use a barrel stub with the 
recess for bolt nose .001 larger than the 
bolt. This keeps everything lined up while 
lapping. | start lapping with 280 grit and 
finish up with 400 grit lapping compound. 

If you're going to use a PPC case the 
Remington bolt face will have to be 
corrected as the PPC takes a bolt face of 
appx. .450 in diameter. It will have to be

bushed, ejector hole plugged, bolt face 
depth shortened to .125, and a Sako or 
M-16 extractor installed. | personally like 
the Sako extractor the best because less 
metal is removed from the bolt. 

Finally, one last item to consider. If the 
rifle isn’t going to be a glue in, there’s no 
use going to all this trouble on the action 
if you're going to use a recoil lug that’s 
not square. Factory recoil lugs usually 
vary .0005 to as much as .003 in 
thickness. | have a friend true mine on a 
surface grinder. After being ground on 
both sides they will be within .0001 when 
checked with a good micrometer. 

| firmly believe that opening up a 
Remington action by as much as .025 has 
absolutely no effect on the strength of the 
action. 

Although this work is expensive and 
time consuming, this is my opinion of 
what it takes to make a Remington action 
compete with the fine custom actions on 
the market today.

Really enjoy reading your columns in 
PRECISION SHOOTING. | have been in- 
terested in accurate rifles for hunting 
groundhogs and big game, but haven’t as 
yet tried any benchrest shooting because 
most of my time is spent here on the farm. 

| was reading the article on the 40X action 
in the October issue, and got to thinking 
about trying to make my Remington model 
700 in .270 and a model 7 in .222 more 
accurate. From your columns, | see that the 
factory rifle can have a lot done to it to make 
it more accurate. 

| am thinking of going as far as a new 
barrel of match grade, and a fiberglass 
stock. Would this, and trueing up work be 
worth the cost? Would a new bolt also be 
needed to bring out the full potential of 
these actions? 

| want a hunting rifle of light enough 
weight to carry about in the field. 

Please advise if you would do the work, 
and the approximate cost. Please also let 
me have any ideas you may have on 
keeping the cost down, and yet make the 
rifle shoot as best it can.

Dear Ed, 

In 1962 | made up eight test rifles for one 
of the bullet companies, who liked them so 
well that they paid my expenses to Wap- 
wallopen in 1963, for the Benchrest Na- 
tionals. Your letter brought back memories 
of the beautiful Susquehanna Valley, and 
the wonderful times we had. To me, the 
finest people in the world are benchrest 


people; folks who seriously pursue accu- 
racy are a breed apart. 

Will start off with your .270. We can give 
you an outstanding rifle as an end product, 
as far as the components of the rifle and its 
assembly go, but you must realize that 
there are no truly outstanding bullets 
available in this caliber so REAL ACCU- 
RACY (as we know it), will be somewhat 
hampered or limited. For a similar rifle, our 
group is putting more emphasis on the 7MM 
Express. My own preference runs more 
toward the 7MM-08. As a varmint shooter, 
| am more inclined to choose the smaller 
Capacity cases. 

Our California deer are in the weight 
range of 85 to 125 pounds for the coastal 
animals, and a very nice combination gun 
is the .25-7MM-08 with a turned neck. But 
again, no outstanding accuracy bullets are 
available in .25 caliber. Light recoil probably 
helps a lot in this particular cartridge. 

In days gone by, to me the ultimate in 
varmint rifles was a 13 pound rifle, with a 
Unertl 1¥%2 inch scope, and a Marksman 
style stock. Today | would probably use a 


fiberglass stock for accuracy; if | just HAD 
to have a fancy walnut, | would plan on 
using a set of Seely Masker’s bedding 
blocks, along with a Leupold scope. | used 
to use a 20 or 24 power scope back then, 
and believe | would stay with that power 
today. Thirteen pounds is too heavy for a 
varmint rifle in the field. 

| hunted in the heat of the Napa County 
hills one day back in 1953. Came home, put 
my National Match Springfield with Noske 
scope in the gunrack, and settled down to 
making a seven pound scoped rifle in .257 
Roberts for future jaunts of a similar nature. 
| could taste the salt in my mouth before | 
got back to water .... NEVER AGAIN. 

| like the custom bolts, but do not see the 
Remington bolt, in the Remington action, as 
being all THAT BAD. 

Let’s face it, the receiver will have to be 
rebuilt. If the thread is .003 out, | cannot see 
the advantage of recutting threads to 
straighten for THAT amount. | square the 
end of receiver to the barrel shoulder. That 
means that we probably would have to lap 
the face of the bolt square to the face of the 
action. | cannot see doing that to an 
expensive custom bolt. 

Today | am re-cutting lug seats in actions. 
For now atleast, no more lapping. Bolts are 
re-cut. Recoil lugs are purchased in batches 
of ten, and a friend with a Blanchard trues 
them up for me to .0003. | just had a 
Winchester model 70 come into the shop 
that some wretch at the factory had given 
a polish job to .. . . that made the rear lug 
surface approximately shaped like an 
Easter egg. This on a model 70 TARGET 
yet... . took off .006 to get a surface that 
was flat. 

| ran into a few problems with the shop’s 
carbide tooling, and for now at least am 
using cobalt HEAVY boring bars for internal

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cuts. When | have some carbide tools 
redesigned, will go into that again. The 
heavy bars are very rigid, and cuts are 
square ... . headspacing is much better. | 
was never much in favor of the headspacing 
of 1917 Enfields . . . . with asquare surface, 
one has much better control. 

To work out costs for you is rather hard. 
At this point, | am inclined to figure that if 
your action SHOULD just happen to fall into 
fit... . aminimum of $15.00 should be fair 
for a touch up job. If, after facing, we find 
that the threads are out .004-.006, and 
re-threading would be indicated as a be- 
neficial thing, this should add $50.00, for a 
total of $65.00. The heck of it is that | cannot 
tell, until the action is faced, if this will be 
needed. On a $30.00 bill job, the action is 
.003 out, and the receiver is altered, to 
square with the barre! shoulder, and the bolt 
face is lapped square to the shoulder. 

The October issue article that you 
referred to had several gunsmiths complain 
that a rebuilt 40X action still does not hold 
its value on resale the way a custom action 
does. More and more | am inclined to think 
that I, as well as other accuracy gunsmiths, 
should have stamps made up, and after- 
wards mark the receivers ‘‘Rebuilt by 
Fullmer’’ or the other gunsmith’s name. 
This should give the rifle owner a little more 


value for the action if he should ever decide 
to sell it. Maybe when we've gone, it will also 
increase the collector's appeal of the 
weapon, as well as giving the new owner 
confidence that the action has indeed been 
re-worked as was represented to him. 

| thoroughly applaud your choice of the 
.222 Remington for a varmint cartridge. 
One can afford a decent number of cases 
without mortgaging the old homestead. 

As far as any gun work being ‘‘worth the 
cost’’ goes, when | get a call for a hunting 
rifle in .270 that will group all its shots inside 
of three inches, | usually write back with the 
suggestion to just get a factory rifle and 
re-bed it. The owner may get interested in 
accuracy shooting once he sees how much 
fun it is to work on his own equipment. At 
worst, he will help out the expenses of a 
deserving stockmaker who is called upon to 
straighten out his foulups. 

The above mentioned fellow is happy 
with three inch groups. One should be more 
definitive. What accuracy level is wanted 
.... and at what weight? We are getting 
quite a number of fiberglass stocked rifles 
in the seven pound weight range, with Hart, 
MATCO, and Shilen barrels, that shoot 
darn good. With pipe stem barrels, we can’t 
promise .100 groups, but | remember a five 
pound Sako in .17-223 that would keep its 


Hornady bullets in a group the size of my 
little fingernail at 100 yards on a calm day. 
It had a Shilen barrel; can’t recall if it was 
a #1 or #2 size. Often wondered what it 
would have done on arebuilt XP-100 action. 

With the present costs for tooling, the 
replacement value of mine would be pro- 
hibitive. | am more and more inclined to 
respond to inquiries that | cannot see 
working with less than a top-grade barrel. 
| also cannot see the use of making up an 
action-barrel combo to anything less than 
the best of my ability. 

It certainly is a mistake to then install that 
quality barrel on an action that you know, 
deep inside you, should have corrective 
work done to it.

State H.V. Championships, and The 8th Annual

Dear Dave, 

During the summer, a friend, who is a big 
game hunter, became interested in the way 
benchrest rifles were built. One day he 
stopped by for a visit as | was putting the 
finishing touches on a 6 PPC sporter built 
on an accurized 40-X action. After in- 
specting the rifle he became interested in a 
big-caliber hunting rifle built on an accurized 
action and using a fiberglass stock. 

After several visits to discuss just what 
he had in mind, we decided to use a 700 
ADL action, Hart 26” silhouette taper match 
barrel, McMillan camouflage fiberglass 
stock and chambered for the 7MM Re- 
mington Magnum. 

Our goal was to build a rifle exactly like 
a benchrest rifle. The 700 action was 
completely accurized. The lugs and face of 
the action were trued, the I. D. of the action 
was opened up .025 and the threads were 
recut. 

Since the action was originally a 30-06, 
the bolt face was bushed, opened up to 
accept the 7MM Remington Magnum case, 
a Sako extractor was installed, lugs on the 
bolt trued, and the firing pin protrusion

adjusted to .050. The Remington recoil lug 
was ground true on a surface grinder. 

The barrel was chambered with a set of 
7MM Remington reamers, by Henriksen, 
with a neck diameter of .312 and special 
throating. After the barrel work was 
completed, it was glass-peaned to remove 
the glare. This makes a nice satin finish on 
stainless steel barrels. 

Aluminum pillars, one inch in diameter, 
contoured to fit the bottom of the action, 
were installed in the fiberglass stock. 
Devcon was used for the bedding. A 
Pachmayr pad was installed and the de- 
tachable swivels were secured to aluminum 
pillars glued in the stock. 

The mounts were by Redfield and the 
scope was a 6X Zeiss. Total weight of the 
completed rifle was close to 10 Ibs. 

As the rifle was nearing completion, the 
customer wanted to get all the custom 
loading equipment that the benchrest 
shooters use. We ordered a Culver Powder 
measure, Hart neck-turning tool and arbor 
press, Jones custom neck-sizing die, and a 
Wilson seater. 

We decided to use Norma cases because 
they consistently check better than any 
other brand. One word of caution con- 
cerning the 7MM Remington Magnum 
belted cases, this case headspaces on the 
belt. Standard S.A.A.M.I.I. specifications 
for headspace on this case is .220. Different 
brands of cases | checked vary from .215 
to .220. Cases in one box, by a major 
manufacturer varied .004. 

After the customer assured me he would 
use no other brand, | decided to use a new 
Norma case for a headspace gage. This is 
fine as long as you use Norma cases but

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four other brands of cases will not chamber 
in this rifle. Just keep in mind this is acustom 
rifle and factory ammo wouldn’t chamber 
anyway. The case necks have to be turned. 
The loaded round miked .310 on the neck. 

After the rifle was completed and the 6X 
Zeiss scope installed we made plans for a 
trip to the range the next day. By this time 
| was as excited about shooting the rifle as 
the customer. 

It took only three rounds to get the rifle 
zeroed in. The owner proceded to shoot a 
five shot group that measured .268. | 
couldn't believe it. Thinking this was a fluke, 
| cleaned the barrel and reloaded the cases. 
He immediately shot a group that measured 
.356. After cleaning the barrel and reloading 
again, | decided to try my luck. Definitely a 
mistake on my part! My group measured an 
even .500, the largest of the day. Some- 
thing in the back of my mind kept telling me 
| should stick to the PPC. The owner then 
shot another group around .375. 

What really caught my attention was the 
way the hunter handled this rifle. He said 
after shooting some of his big game rifles, 
this one shot like a .222. I’m going to try and 
get him interested in benchrest shooting. 

| don’t believe I’ve ever built a rifle that 
pleased a customer as much as this one. 
I’m also convinced this rifle is extremely 
accurate for a hunting gun. To be honest, 
it would be difficult to build another hunting 
rifle that shoots like this one. 

For the hunter who’s more interested in 
a rifle maintaining its zero than its looks, a 
rifle similar to this just might be the way to 
go. | believe a 10 Ib. rifle would be too heavy 
to carry in the field. Most hunters would 
prefer a lighter version. 

Now for a happy ending to this story 
CRG a ewe After returning from the range 
| asked my wife and son what they thought 
of the rifle and they both agreed that this 
was the ugliest rifle I'd ever built!

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Well, here’s one that comes close to 
being ideal; designed and patented in the 
last decade by Martin Hagn of Kochel am 
See in Upper Bavaria and assembled by 
Hartmann & Weiss KG, Rahlstedter 
Bahnhofstrasse 47, 2000 Hamburg 73, 


Federal Republic of Germany. It was in- 
troduced to this country by John Amber in 
two articles in the Gun Digest in 1979 and 
1980 and previously it was written up in 
detail in a two-page article in Die Pirsch-der 
Deutsche Jaeger in June, 1978. 

Hartmann and Weiss also manufacture 
the Heeren action as well as best quality 
London side lock shotguns. The Hagn 
manufacture is but a small part of their 
operation but reflects the tradition of fine 
European gunmakers, producing arms as 
works of art with tasteful engraving. It’s a 
small shop of about 75 x 40 feet, in which 
eight employees hand fit every action. They 
have a 100 meter rifle and 75 meter shotgun 
range in the basement. Otto Weiss spent 
three years with Purdey of London and so 
knows his trade. They sell complete Heeren 
rifles for about $3,000 and the workman- 
ship is superb. 

Amber’s articles in the Gun Digest illus- 
trate an earlier and slightly different action 
than the one presently manufactured and 
shown in the accompanying drawings. The 
earlier action was slightly smaller and can 
be recognized by the rear receiver margin 
being not parallel with the forward one. (The 
Hartman and Weiss advertisement shows 
the later action.) Earlier actions had a 
two-lever extractor (illustrated in the 1980 
Gun Digest article) and lacked the extractor 
adjustment screw. It might be assumed that 
making the action slightly larger was to 
allow the chambering of larger cartridges, 
which would make it ideal for the obsolete 
cartridges that traditionally are used in 
American Schuetzen and long range 
matches. 

Unique with this action is the absence of 
any visible pins, or indeed the absence of 
any screws other than an extractor ad- 
justment screw and the stock-mounting

Canjar-like set trigger configuration and 
there is enough room in the action housing 
for a possible multiple-level set trigger. The 
lever throw is only 35 degrees, which would 
not interfere with a palm rest mounted on 
the forestock. The action also is completely 
self-enclosed, without mainspring attach- 
ments to the barrel, as on the earlier flat 
spring HiWall Winchesters. The method of 
cartridge extraction is by means of an 
extractor rather than an ejector, which is 
ideal for the target shooter who wants to 
retain his spent cartridge case. It might be 
considered a disadvantage for the big game 
hunter who wants to eject a casing before 
the quick insertion of anew round in the face 
of dangerous game. Consider that in the 
light of some other modern single shot 
actions which make a rearward projectile 
out of the spent cartridge casing. The top 
surface of the -breechblock in the present 
action is slightly dished to retain the fired 
case and also afford a loading ramp for 
insertion of a loaded cartridge. 

Drawings of the original action indicate 
that the breechblock guides slope a few 
degrees down toward the rear, so that the

cartridge is seated with a slight camming 
action. This is desirable also for extraction, 
although with a lowering of the operating 
lever the hammer begins to move back 
before the breechblock moves downward 
and that allows also the firing pin to be 
retracted under its spring tension before 
there is any breechblock movement. Mr. 
Hagn claims the action to be strong enough 
for the most powerful cartridges and he has 
used one chambered for the 300 Win- 
chester Magnum against American big 
game. 

John Amber has three that he is willing 
to sell. These are polished and ready for 
engraving, presumably without finish. One 
of Amber’s actions is lightly scroll engraved 
with English arabesques, case colored, and 
trigger and mainspring housing blued in the 
fashion of the 19th Century Colt bright blue. 
His description of their finish and metal- 
to-metal fit is tinged with awe; there is 
absolutely no play in any of the parts, even 
when the action is open. Anyone interested

More on 6mm 
by Andy Barniskis 


In the last issue | kicked off what | 
promised would be a continuing series on 
cast bullets in 6mm cartridges. As | write 
this, it’s still January, a few nights ago the 
temperature reached -—7 degrees F., so 
there has not been alot of cast bullet 
shooting since last | wrote. | will therefore 
cover some of the technical ground from my 
experiences of a few years back, which may 
be useful to someone just starting to cast 
for a 6mm rifle. 

| first started casting for 6mm very shortly 
after joining CBA in 1977. | wanted to 
compete in the postal matches, and my 
.244 Remington varmint rifle, built on a 1943 
Mauser action with a 12” Douglas Premium 
barrel, was the most accurate jacketed 
bullet rifle | had, so | reasoned it had 
potential with cast bullets. At the time, Ellis 
Lea was doing reasonably well with a 6mm 
Remington (9” twist, same cartridge as the 
.244) so | knew it was possible. 

| had the rifle built back in 1964, to be my 
ultimate jacketed bullet varmint rifle, and 
though | was an avid cast bullet fan even 
then, | had sworn that cast loads would 
never touch its bore. Times and attitudes 
change though, and many factors including 
the encroachment of suburban develop- 
ment on my favorite hunting grounds, the 
demise of the area as legal “‘rifle’’ hunting 
area, and the inevitable demands of adult 
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life, had cut sharply into my varminting. 
After 13 yers of ‘jacketed only’’, | mod- 
erated, and the gun suddenly looked like a 
hot prospect for cast bullet competition, ala 
1978. 

My first acquisition toward that end was 
a single cavity Lyman 245496 mould of new 
vintage, and a box of Lyman 6mm cup-style 
gaschecks. | suspect that even today, that 
particular mould and bullet is the most 
common and frequently encountered for 
6mm rifles. | was immediately dissatisfied 
with that set of blocks, since the bullets cast 
0.247” and somewhat out of round, and | 
didn’t think that sizing down a small caliber 
bullet by 0.003” or 0.004” would pay off 
with good accuracy. In the best tradition of 
“keep trying until you get a good one” | 
purchased another set, of double cavity 
blocks, and found the bullets from these 
cavities dead ringers for those from the first 
mould. Seeing that at least the factory was 
being consistent, | decided to try what! had, 
before proceeding to purchase a half dozen 
or so moulds in search of what | wanted. 

Back in the late 50’s and early 60’s, my 
father had developed the approach of 
buying Lyman “U”’ (undersize) moulds, 
which at best were usually not undersized 
at all, just not as grossly oversized as the 
standard. These would be lapped until they 
were somewhat less out of round than 
normal, and only moderately over groove 
diameter. By the 70’s though, Lyman had 
ceased selling ‘‘U’’ moulds, so | couldn't 
proceed in our traditional manner, but had 
to be satisfied with the luck-of-the-draw, at 
somewhere around 20 bucks a throw. 
Fortunately the standard mould worked 
fairly well, after all.

Ellis Lea had been using 13.0 grains of 
SR4759, so | began my loading by trying 
12.0 grs. of that powder, using bullets sized 
to .244 ina homemade push-through sizing 
die. This was perhaps a fortunate coin- 
cidence, since, despite considerable later 
experimentation, | never found a load that 
was Clearly any better than that — and it 
was pretty darn good for cast bullets, circa 
1978 postal matches! | immediately began 
firing 5-shot groups under or around an 
inch, and one of my fond memories is 
shooting a 10-shot group in practice that 
was just under an inch — and this was 
when Bob Sears’ 10-shot record of 1.111” 
(as | recall it) still stood as ‘‘small group’ 
record from CBA’s First National Tour- 
nament Using Cast Bullets, in 1977! Of 
course, other people had begun doing their 
cast bullet homework by then, too, so my 
performance never really stood out, but | 
remember through that period a series of 
postal matches in which Sid Musselman 
would always beat me by 1 point in score 
or 0.05” in group, and anyone who’s been 
with CBA awhile recalls that Sid has always 
been a pretty hot shooter at any given time. 

There were in fact several fortunate 
coincidences in my first choice of 6mm 
loads. One was that | DID NOT use linotype. 
My last supply of ‘‘family’’ linotype, which 
had come to my father compliments of the 
Sunday School Times, sometime back in 
the 30’s, had just been used up, and all that 
| had around was a supply of scrap of 
uncertain pedigree, but of about the 
hardness of wheelweights. This metal shot 
just beautifully, and led me to expect really 
spectacular things, when | got some

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REALLY good metal. | went out and paid 
top dollar for new virgin linotype, like the big 
guys were using — and it shot just terrible! 
As it turned out, anything EXCEPT linotype 
would shoot well in my .244. Nondescript 
alloys like scrap ballast shot, plumber’s 
lead, submarine batteries, you name it, all 
shot about as well, but linotype, not at all. 
| later determined to a high degree of 
certainty that the fault had been in sizing the 
bullets. Very hard alloys apparently resulted 
in the bullets deforming much more in the 
sizing process, so they shot poorly, com- 
pared to the soft alloys which sized very 
easily. | learned this by sizing soft bullets 
and then heat treating them to make them 
very hard, in which case they shot just as 
well as (but no better than) soft bullets. 

| think this is a very important point for 
small caliber cast bullet shooters, and worth 
reviewing if you’ve tried .22 or 6mm, using 
linotype, and had poor results. While you 
might suspect my home-grown sizing dies 
as being at fault (which to a certain extent 
they were) it is interesting to note that 
results with bullets sized in a Lyman 450 
press were even worse. 

An interesting and unusual phenomenon, 
which | never did explain, was that bullets 
of any hardness, (including the very hard 
heat treated bullets) all shot about the 
same, using the same charges of powder, 
if they were not damaged in sizing. Heat 
treated bullets could not be driven any 
faster, with any more accuracy, than 
dead-soft alloys. | know this is not the 
common pattern, but that’s the way it 
worked in my particular rifle. In summary on 
the subject of alloys for 6mm, I’d say be 
prepared to try soft as well as hard alloys, 
and don’t give up until you’ ve tried them all. 

A corollary to the hard alloy problem, is 
that the popular Hornady crimp-on gas- 
checks can aggravate things, or be a 
problem in themselves, with small caliber 
cast bullets. The force required to crimp 
them on is proportionately much greater in 
relation to the bullet’s size than with larger 
bullets, and damage in sizing can be greatly 
magnified. | had discovered this with .22 
caliber bullets 15 years before, so never 
tried crimp-on gaschecks with 6mm at all. 
| also have observed, quite recently, that the 
quality of some 6mm crimp-on gaschecks 
seems to be very poor, with one side visibly 
higher than the other, and other general 
non-uniformities, so when | start 6mm 
experimentation again, I'll try to find a 
supply of the old Lyman cup type. Again, if 
you've had poor 6mm results while using 
crimp-on gaschecks, they could be the 
reason. 

Another fortunate coincidence of my 
6mm loading was that | had alredy acquired 
a Lee Target Model Loader for the .244. 
This was fortunate because the Lee tool 


(now available in a somewhat changed kit 
form from Mequon) included a neck reamer 
and micromemeter straightline seating tool. 
| learned, as | became more familiar with the 
rifle and cast loads, that accuracy was 
super-sensitive to neck variations. It got so 
| could call a shot that would be ‘‘out’, 
simply by a subtle difference in ‘‘feel’’ of the 
bolt as | closed it. This was with neck 
reamed cases. | suspect my results would 
have been quite poor with out of the box 
factory cases, since even neck reaming 
didn’t seem quite adequate to eliminate 
variations. At that time, | was still trying to 
work with up to 200 cases at a time, loading 
enough for an entire match, and | found that 
it was just impossible to sort out the cases 
that would produce flyers when working 
with that many. | have on my office wall a 
classic ‘‘Welcome to Benchrest’ group 
from that period, with eight shots in about 
0.6”, a ninth opening it to about 0.9”, and 
the tenth opening it to 1.642”. With hind- 
sight, | see case uniformity as being my 
single weakest point with the .244, and 
when | start shooting 6mm again, it will be 
with no more than 15 or so carefully se- 
lected cases set up for loading at the bench. 
The non-uniform neck problem would 
probably be made even worse if you seated 
the bullets with a conventional non- 
straightline seating die, since every in- 
dication is that anything that contributes to 
the bullet being misaligned in the throat is 
much more damaging to accuracy with 
small bullets than with large. 

When | start loading for the .244 again, 
my approach will be to select no more than 
15 good, uniform necked cases to work 
with. Brass will be selected to give me the 
thickest necks possible, so that | don’t have 
to necksize them at all. They will however, 
be neck turned for uniformity. | will of course 
be careful not to get them so thick that they 
don’t expand to release the bullet, and thus 
cause high pressures. My object will be to 
get cases which, after firing, will have necks 
just tight enough to grip a gascheck sized 
to 0.245” - 0.247” inches. | will size my 
bullets to 0.243” or 0.244” in a separate 
operation, then seat the gaschecks, and 
then size the gaschecks to the size required 
to seat snugly in the necks of my cases. The 
bullets will be lubed in the same operation. 
I'll load at the range, possible seating the 
bullets by hand (they do a pretty good job 
of aligning themselves in the throat, using 
this technique) or | will use the Lee Target 
Loader for seating if that proves ad- 
vantageous. 

Having worked out the above loading 
technique with larger caliber rifles, and done 
well, | expect to eliminate some of the 
inconsistencies which marred the otherwise 
excellent performance | got with 6mm cast 
bullets several years ago.

After the close of the formal match that 
day, a ten-shot, 200 yard match will be held, 
in memory of the late Harvey Donaldson, 
the father of organized benchrest shooting 
in the United States. There will be three 
separate classes, although shooters will 
only be able to enter one, as all three 
classes will fire at the same time: 


(1) Light Varmint - any ten and a half pound 
rifle that meets current IBS rules for this 
class. 

(2) Old-Timer Benchrest Rifle - The 
“old-timer” designation refers to the 
age of the rifle, not the age of the 
shooter. The original rules for this 
match specify a rifle in the style of 
“1949 or earlier’. This rules out the 
.222 family, and pretty much confines 
us to the .219 Wasp, the .22-250, or the 
.220 Swift, along with a few others. 
Wood stocks only, and scopes must be 
“target mount’, I.E., external adjust- 
ment. No weight restrictions. No 
custom actions. 

(3) High-Wall Rifle - The original 
““‘high-wall”” requirement (Harvey Don- 
aldson’s favorite single shot) has been 
relaxed a bit to allow any FALLING 
BLOCK single shot, including the Ruger 
#1. Bolt actions are not eligible. 

Appropriate plaques will be given to the 
three class winners. 

It is hoped that there will be an adequate 
turnout of old-timer rifles, and single-shot 
rifles to justify to the club the continuation 
of these two classes in furture years.

Jef Fowler Returns From Obscurity, 
But Chuck Miller The Big Winner 


The first of the seven designated tour- 
naments for ‘“‘Benchrest Shooter of the 
Year” in 1984, the Cactus Classic, con- 
tested the light varmint and heavy varmint 
classes at the Black Canyon Range near 
Phoenix, Arizona on March 3 and 4. 
Eighty-three shooters decided that it was 
as good a time as any to start the tour- 
nament trail, and despite downright tricky 
conditions, many of the better shooters in 
the western half of the country managed to 
have quite a tussle in the light varmint class. 
Heavy varmint class was another story; 
everyone except Chuck Miller seemed to 
have been exhausted from their light var- 
mint efforts, or thoughts of the long ride 
home, or something. 

In light varmint class, Jef Fowler put 
together groups of .251, .202, .182, .206, 
and .281 for a .2224 agg, and sat back to 
watch a few of his associates make a run 
at that agg. Rex Reneau, a shooter who 
managed to stay one step ahead of Jef in 
the sporter class at last year’s NBRSA 
Nationals, found the tables turned in this 
one; his groups of .239, .170, .207, .289, 
and .219, for a 2248 agg were awfully close, 
but Rex had to settle for second place here. 
Following the top two were: (3) Bill Fazio, 
.2378; (4) Stu Harvey, .2410; (5) Lowell Frei, 
.2490; (6) Howard Dietz, .2562; (7) Bill 
Mellor, .2656; (8) Don Hase, .2750; (9) 
Lester Robinson, .2754, and (10) Ed 
Deschamp, .2758. Small group went to Al 
Davidson, whose .102 in the first relay was 
the small group fired at the entire match. 

At 200 yards, Tom Houghton often pops 
up out of nowhere (nowhere being a 40th 
place finish at 100 yards in this instance); 
he did it again at Phoenix, with groups of 
.681, .758, .488, .297, and .752, for a .2976 
agg, and first place. Mr. Houghton’s two 
groups in the sevens were nicely com- 
pensated by that little .297 screamer. Let’s 
study groups for a few more place winners 
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to see how the tides of battle went. In 
second place was Dennis Wagner, with a 
.3037 agg, via groups of .985, .512, .243, 
.621, and .676. So, Mr. Wagner started out 
with a less than auspicious first record, but 
again one screamer put him back in the 
hunt. Jef Fowler was third, with a .3341 
agg, made up of groups of .603, .622, .471, 
.752, and .893. That final .893 group was 
not offset sufficiently by the .471 to bring the 
Midland shooter closer to the first place 
winner. Fourth place was Al Davidson, 
whose groups of .699, .746, .877, .614, and 
.561 for a .3497 agg never had that real little 
one needed to get closer. Rick Adams, in 
fifth place with a .3597 had to overcome a 
1.093 first relay group, followed by an .837, 
and a .713; the two final groups of .469 and 
.485 put Mr. Adams on the scoreboard. 
Sixth place winner, Larry Baggett (.3629 
agg) was motoring along nicely for a while 
there, with first three groups of .514, .472, 
.394, and then along came back to back 
groups of 1.020 and 1.229, and so much for 
dreams of the Imperial Purple. Seventh 
place went to a fellow who often does well 
at 200 yards, Dennis Thornbury. At 100 
yards, Dennis had hung out groups of .227, 
.236, .175, .433, and .912 which most of us 
will agree was a trifle less than solid 
consistency. At 200 yards, the good Mr. 
Thornbury shot figures of .505, .962, .740, 
.904, and .622 for a .3733 figure. Thus, 
Dennis could truthfully say that evening that 
a group in the nines had hurt him at each 
distance . . . . an unusual claim to fame. Bill 
Fazio was rather dull about how he arrived 
at his eighth place agg of .3761; groups of 
.963, .550, .792, .876, and .580. Ninth place 
winner, Bob Bullock, rattled around the 
landscape a bit, with groups of .726, 1.379, 
.507, .688, and .543. Ditto for Harold 
Pickwick, in tenth place with a .3940 agg, 
and groups of .732, .462, 1.151, .897, and 
.698. Small group at 200 yards was Dennis 


Wagner’s .243 sparkler. 

In the grand agg, light varmint class, Jef 
Fowler’s first at 100 yards, and third at 200 
yards was good enough for a .2983 and first 
place. Dennis Wagner put together an 
eleventh place at 100 yards, a second place 
at 200 yards, a .2905 grand agg, and 
second place. Third place was Bill Fazio, 
with a .3070 mark, and rounding out the top 
ten were: (4) Rex Reneau, .3223; (5) Al 
Davidson, .3268; (6) Tom Houghton, .3269; 
(7) Howard Dietz, .3286; (8) Lowell Frei, 
.3313; (9) Rick Adams, .3392, and (10) 
Larry Baggett, .3478. 

When Sunday arrived, so did the winds. 
On Saturday, at the 100 yard stage, the 
competitive shooters had been in the low 
twos. Sunday, at 100 yards, shooters 
stopped thinking or dreaming about aggs in 
the teens, low twos, medium twos, high 
twos .... only one shooter out of 
eighty-three managed to have an agg under 
the .350 mark that in many matches is the 
dividing line between those who stay and 
shoot, and those who go home sulking. 
Chuck Miller, an Arizona shooter who 
comes into his own when the wind starts 
blowing, turned in a .3100 agg, a figure that 
smacked of witchcraft to many of his 
competitors. 

You say that you think that the editor is 
exaggerating, that things were not really all 
that bad on Sunday? Well, let’s look for a 
moment at the first record group at 100 
yards for several of the top shooters .... 
their Sunday morning greeting, so to speak 
.... Jef Fowler, .499 (nice goin’, Jef; you 
kept it under a half inch), Lowell Frei, .458, 
Tom Houghton, .508, Harold Broughton, 
.621, Don Creach, .749, Larry Baggett, 
.699, Red Cornelison, .900, George Kelbly, 
.689, Wayne Blackketter, .577, Larry En- 
gelbrecht, .832.. . .we could go on and on, 
but trust we have made our point about the

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wind blowing a bit. Besides, the human 
spirit can only take just so much of such a 
recitation of a litany of horrors. 

Back to the horror show. Top ten, each 
of whom was also awarded a medal for 
bravery for just being out there in such 
conditions: (1) Chuck Miller, .3100; (2) 
Wayne Blackketter, .3542; (3) Lee An- 
drews, .3600; (4) Jef Fowler, .3706; (5) Bill 
Fazio, .3908; (6) Lee Six, .3968; (7) Paul 
Snow, .3970; (8) Jim Griffen, .3984; (9) Ed 
Reiten, .4044; (10) Larry Kuse, .4048. Small 
group was a Startling .145 by the agg 
winner, Chuck Miller .... at which point 
several of the shooters announced their 
intention of returning to religion . . . . feeling 
that they had just witnessed a miracle. 

Now, | think we are all agreed .... 
there’s only one thing that’s more fun than 
shooting at 100 yards in a howling gale... . 
and that’s shooting at 200 yards in a 
howling gale ... . right? 

On to the 200 yard stage. Chuck Miller 
may have been a holy terror at 100 yards 
in the wind, but let’s see how he handles 
double that distance, with dat ole debbil 
wind carrying on. To save a lot of tension, 
Mrs. Miller’s son, Chuck, did just fine, thank 
you... . which was not a characteristic that 
the other eighty-two shooters shared. 
Chuck put together groups of .898, 1.078 
(that was just to prove he’s human), .764, 
.667, and .543 for a .3950 range agg, and 
the first place trophy. We'll continue to list 
the five groups for a while, if only to show: 
(1) how rotten the conditions were at times, 
and (2) to show those of our readers who 
have hesitated to enter a match for fear that 
they were not ‘‘good enough”’ that even the 
top level shooters occasionally have been 
known to squeeze the trigger at the wrong 


to go into that here). Second place was Don 
Creach, with a .4800 agg (how’s that for a 
gap between first and second place!), via 
groups of .517, .706, 1.558, 1.112, and 
.907. Third place was Lee Six, agg of .5226, 
with groups of .636, 1.147, .742, .788, and 
(horrors!) 1.913. I’m not picking on Don and 
Lee... . remember that their aggs were the 
second and third best out of 83 shooters! 
Next seven: (4) Harold Broughton, .5258;

Dennis Wagner, .5568; (9) Tom Houghton, 
.5654 (and Tom is widely regarded as one

Well, the guy won the hundred, and the 
two hundred, each by open daylight mar- 
gins .... and he gets the heavy varmint 
grand, in a cake-walk .... Chuck Miller, 
.3525. Following, at a very respectful 
distance, were: (2) Lee Six, .4597 (yes, it 
was a blow-out); (3) Don Creach, .4674; (4) 
Harold Broughton, .4728; (5) Lowell Frei, 
.4888; (6) Tom Houghton, .4942; (7) Jef 
Fowler, .5069; (8) Red Cornelison, .5108; 
(9) Carl Roller, .5140; and (10) Larry 
Baggett, .5210. Nine out of the top ten in 
the grand were in the top ten at 200 yards; 
the only exception was Carl Roller, who 
finished 12th at the longer yardage. Small 
group was Dennis Wagner’s .409. 

There was a two-gun award (the winners 
really should have been given windbreak- 
ers; hold the trophies, please) and Chuck 
Miller rode that heavy varmint class 
blow-out, together with a 19th place in light 
varmint, to the two-gun award, with a figure 
of .3778. The next nine were: (2) Jef Fowler,

Chuck Miller’s performance in the heavy 
varmint class, under conditions that could 
best be called ungodly, has to give a 
dramatic start to the reporting of the seven 
designated matches for ‘‘Benchrest 
Shooter of the Year’’.

Dear Tom, 

| have just received your letter of 29 
February, 1984. The topic of consolidation 
was discussed at the director's meeting in 
Midland last July, but not a word has been 
heard since. You expect the members of 
our organization to vote concerning con- 
solidation and | feel the approach you have 
taken guarantees the outcome of the vote. 
| believe that the burden of this vote will fall 
upon the directors and that we have not 
been prepared (or forewarned) for this 
action. | will discuss these topics further in 
the following paragraphs. 

The postcard survey of the members is 
a simple way of getting a desired result. 
Since, the card will state ‘“‘do you favor 
consolidation; yes ___no ___..’’, there is 
little chance for many of the individuals to 
realize the impact of the vote. The con- 
solidation of the organizations is a very 
complex and delicate situation, a situation 
that affects every member of both orga- 
nizations. The ‘‘five point plan’’ covers 
more specifics of the consolidation 
procedure, but this is still much too general 
to be of any consequence. | would prefer 
some education of our members con- 
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cerning the differences (political, philoso- 
phical, and most importantly, the rule book) 
before any vote be accepted. The NBRSA 
membership does not have a vote in the 


, operation of the organization; other than in 


the election of the directors. The impact of 
this postcard vote may be profound, but is 
not binding to the directors. | will have 
shooters meetings at all of my ranges this 
year. | do not plan to accept any vote for 
consolidation until my members have been 
able to question me concerning this matter 
and | have more of a feeling for their opinion 
than that | will get from a simple yes/no 
questionnaire. 

The vote that | cast upon this matter may 
alienate a portion of my region if | do not 
agree with their opinions. This burden will 
not fall upon you as President, but will fall 
directly upon each director. Although, the 
loss of my ‘‘status” as director would not 
concern me, the disturbance in our region 
that may occur from this does greatly upset 
me. In the past several years, Ron Wyman 
and | have worked to make this region a 
vibrant part of NBRSA. We have been 
hampered by the extremely large geo- 
graphic area of our region and by the 
prejudices that exist in portions of our 
region. We do not have one of the larger 
memberships in the NBRSA, but the activity 
in this region speaks very favorably of the 
commitment exhibited by our members. 
The region is beginning to gel into a 
cohesive package that is complimentary to 
our shooters and to their philosophy. Al- 
though, the decision to consolidate may 
appear to be independent of regional 
politics (other than in the east), this action 
could have profound impact upon the re- 
gions. If one remembers the special interest 
groups that existed before the split in our 
organization, it is questionable whether 
there has been a healing of these wounds. 
The re-organization of the NBRSA and IBS 
must be taken very carefully, and the 
process must be equitable to all concerned 
parties. 

| am in favor of the consolidation of the 
organizations. If the information provided to 
me remains as diffuse as it has to date, | 
would be forced to vote against the matter 
regardless of the results of the postcard 
survey. The directors of this organization 
are responsible for the “‘business’’ of the 
NBRSA, and we can not do this without 
information as to what that business is and 
how it is to be changed. | hope that | have 
not been too negative in this letter, but my 
responsibility is to my region and to the 
NBRSA members as a body. In order to 
fulfill my responsibilities, | must be able to 
intelligently converse on the subjects of 
interest. | feel that | can not converse on this 


subject due to the LARGE voids in the 
information that | have received. The voids 
may exist due to the stage that the dis- 
cussions have attained, but they are none 
the less present. 

| hope that the consolidation discussion 
continues between the organizations, as 
that is the only way that any hope exists in 
unifying our sport. However, consolidation 
must not be dictated by either organization. 
Each body has its own strengths, and we 
must incorporate those. The geographic 
scope of the NBRSA incorporates certain 
aspects of the organization and broadens 
the viewpoint incorporated into our deci- 
sions. 

Please continue to work towards con- 
solidation remembering the concerns of 
your membership, as well as, that for future 
improvement of the sport. | have reviewed 
those minutes that | have from the years 
that concern the formation of IBS. | hope 
that these problems will not rise again.

Dear Mike: 

| will answer your letter dated March 3, 
1984, in the order of your allegations. 

In paragraph one, you stated ‘‘that the 
topic of consolidation was discussed at the 
National Directors Meeting, but nothing has 
been said since that time.”’ This statement 
is false! | sent letters to each Director, and 
several past Directors and Presidents to 
ask their opinions on what topics should be 
discussed between Jim Borden and myself 
when we met. | received five responses and 
one telephone call from the total number of 
individuals who received the letters. You 
also said ‘‘since the cards only ask ‘Do you 
favor consolidation?’ — ‘Yes or No’ — that 
there would be little chance for the indivi- 
duals to realize the impact of the vote.’’ The 
impact will be simple. The leadership will 
know what the members favor. This is not 
a binding vote, it’s only the opinion of what 
our members want for our organization and 
to find out what direction we should take. 
You stated ‘‘large voids of information is 
missing’, false again. You have all of the 
information that | have on this subject. | see 
no reason to dream up information just for 
the sake of writing it. 

In your second paragraph you said “‘our 
members should be educated on the dif- 
ferences between the IBS and NBRSA.”’ | 
believe that we could have five different 
teachers and their political and philoso- 
phical views would all be different. 

| appreciate your concern on the splitting 
of the different camps. We certainly don’t 
need this. You state ‘‘we must move 
carefully.”” If you reread my letter, | also 
stated ‘‘we should move cautiously and 
deliberately for a common goal.’’ 
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You seem to imply that | will move toward 
this consolidation regardless of what the 
Directors say. | clearly stated in my letter “‘I 
will go to the Board with the results from the 
poll for an approval.’’ The most important 
reason why this poll was taken was not as 
you said, ‘‘to get a desired result’, but 
instead to get the true view from our 
membership of this touchy matter. | have 
been a member of the NBRSA since 1969 
and to the best of my knowledge, this is the 
first poll ever sent to the general mem- 
bership for their opinion on any matter. 

| apologize for sending my letter out after 
the postcards had been mailed. This was 
an error on my part and | accept full 
responsibility. 

In summary, | would say the answer to 
your question on if you were too critical, is 
no. | am trying to do what’s best for Bench 
Rest shooting. | appreciate your comments 
and | will listen to anyone who has 
something serious to say on this subject or 
any other matter concerning the NBRSA. 
Please understand that | learn more from 
criticism than praise.

Bill Fazio fired a possible NBRSA 100 
yard light varmint agg record, range 
measured at .1628, at the Black Canyon 
Range to highlight the February 4 and 5 
matches in Phoenix. 

In the light varmint class, with 22 
shooters on hand, at 100 yards, Bill Fazio 
put together groups of .202, .105, .234, 
.120, and .153 for a .1628 agg, which could 
well replace the previous mark of .1730 
from Bill Pond, Those trailng the hot- 
shooting Mr. Fazio included: (2) Ed Reiten, 
.1928; (3) Lowell Frei, .2022; (4) Larry 
Baggett, .2584. Small group was Larry 
Baggett’s .091. At 200 yards it was Chuck 
Miller, by a decisive margin, for his .2597 
agg, followed at a distance by: (2) Tom 
Houghton, .3005; (3) Lowell Frei, .3102; (4) 
Jim Peoble, .3299. Small group went to the 
agg winner, Chuck Miller for his .295. When 
it came time for the grand agg, a world’s 
record at 100 yards, and a big win at 200 
yards .... too bad, fellas, they're gonna 
give the big trophy to the guy who was third 
at each distance .... consistency is still 
tough to top. Grand agg: (1) Lowell Frei, 
.2562; (2) Bill Fazio, .2616; (3) Chuck Miller, 
.2997; (4) Tom Houghton, .3061. Grand 
agg winner, Lowell Frei of St. George, Utah 
fired a 6PPC, in a Hall action, Hart barrel, 
Leupold 36X scope, a load of 28.0 grains 
of 322 behind 68 grain Berger bullets, in a 
rifle gunsmithed by Fred Sinclair, and 
stocked by himself. 
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On the following day, for the Arizona 
State Sporter Championships, strong gusty 
winds descended on the scene, and except 
for one shooter at 200 yards, everyone else 
was reduced to shooting defensively. At 
100 yards: (1) Lowell Frei, .3880; (2) Chuck 
Miller, .4360; (3) Bob Bulloch, .4482; (4) 
Larry Baggett, .4492. Small group was Jim 
Poeble’s .207. At 200 yards, we had that 
one shooter with a handle on conditions: (1) 
Tom Houghton, .2683; (2) Chuck Miller, 
.4128; (3) Jim Peoble, .4276; (4) Nancy 
Miller, .4307. Small group was Tom 
Houghton’s .377. On to the grand agg. and 
on the previous day’s report, we remarked 
that the consistency that one shooter 
displayed with two third place finishes was 
good enough to win the grand. Here we’ve 
got a shooter who was second at both 
ranges .... admirable consistency ... . in 
fact so consistent that he gets second in the 
grand agg as well... . . The grand goes to 
the 200 yard blowout winner: (1) Tom 
Houghton, .4280; (2) Chuck Miller, .4289; 
(3) Larry Baggett, .4408; (4) Lowell Frei, 
.4434. Tom Houghton of Prescott, Arizona 
fired a 6MM something or other, Stolle 
action, Atkinson barrel, Leupold 36X scope, 
27.0 grains of T322, Remington 68 grain 
bullets, in a rifle smithed by T. Wait and 
stocked by himself. A bit of playing around 
with Tom Houghton’s grand agg and his 
200 yard agg, while missing his unlisted 100 
yard agg, seems to indicate that his 100 
yard agg was .5877 .... which indicates 
that if the wind is really blowing up a storm, 
and you’re a good 200 yard shooter .... 
don’t get too worked up over the 100 yard 
results.
